IRISH PARLIAMENTARY INTELLIGENCE. 
HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
Monpay, Yune 13. 

The Houfe met purfuant to adjournment, when, after fome bufinefs of 
tourfe, a moment's paufe having enfued, 

Mr Secretary Orde informed the Hou‘e, that it would be proper, at the 
rifing of the Houf’,, to adjourn till to-morrow fortnight. 

Mr Forbes faid he thould not oppofe the adjournment, becaufe lic thought 
too much time could not be given for the difenffion of the fubject of a fi- 
nal adjuitment of commercial intervcourfe between the two countries. 
He did not oppofe the adjournment, becaufe he did not with to urge the 
minifter to introduce any thing on this tubje¢t during this feffion. 

Mr Grattan-—1 am_ for the adjournment. 1 think the mind of every 
man in this kingdom fhould be applied to one point, and one point only 
—the commercial arrangements ; and that no other bufinefs thould inter- 
fere with the fobjeét of that arrangement. Every petition thould be re- 
ceived, and every man heard; to bind the nation, you muft make the 
nation a party, and therefore, foe mu/t be heard. 1 mutt further obferve, 
that to give (tability to the arrangement, there muft be no interference of 
minifterial influence. I have that opinion of the admini{tration, that I do 
not fuppofe they would attempt it. This Honfe fhould be at large, that 
the fettlement may be a dona fide adjuftment between England and Ire. 
land, and not a furreptitious cevenant between Great Britain and the mie 
nifter of the Crown inthe name of the people of Ireland. Having faid thus 
much us to the manner and purity of our proceedings—one word to the 
20 refolutions that have paffed the Britith Houte of Commons—A queftion 
bas been made, whether they affect our conflitution. Six, Taey are 
SUBVERSIVE OF THE RIGHTS OF THE PARLIAMENT OF IRELAND. 
When the conititution was fettled in 1782, I conceived all conttitutional 
queftions likcly to interrupt the harmony of thofe nations serrisp; and 
fn that confidence I refted. ‘The fame faith which I preferibed to myfelf, 
I will exact from others; and now, fince conftitutional queftions are revi- 
ved, I fhall not be wanting ; and iF RvER THOSE RESOLU TIONS2ARE ine 
troduced into this Houfe, I will give them battle, and [meLanp fhall be 
the judge. 

Mr Forbes moved, that the Houfe be called over on 'Thurfday fortnight, 
and that the Speaker do write circular letters to the members, requiring 
their atten’ynce, as THEY TENDER ‘ree ConstTirvTIONAL ano Com- 
MERCIAL RiGHSs OF IxELAND, In anfwer tothe objedtions made to this 
motion, that it would create an alarm, and that *  “ruated that fame 
attack was meditated againft the conflitntion intry, Mr Forbés 
obferved, that if the votes of the Fnglith P nimons were authen- 
tic documents of their proceedings, whic bevieved no perfon would 
deny, the alarm was already raifed Ly reu‘:.9 the twenty refolutions pu- 
blifhed in the Englith votes, and fent to the Homfe of Lords of England; 
at leaft, that they were fafficient grounds to raife that jealoufy, and excite 
that vigilance which every con{titutional charaéter ought to fhow on fuch 
eccafions ; therefore his motion rended to quiet the minds of the people, 
and make them wait with patience, as it would convince them that their 
reprefentatives intended to give due attention, and difcufS in the moft feri- 
ous manner, and in the fulleft Houfe, thofe propotitions, and, therefore, 
had called on their members in the moft folemn manner to give their ate 
tendance ; whereas, if it was only a common call of the houfe, which it was 
notorious was feldum attended4o, the people might be diltrultful, and take 
2 violent part from difpair, or an apprehenfion that they were deferted hy 
that Houle, at the time that their liberties were at ftake, or at leaft that 
queftions intimately conneéted with them were to be agitated within 
thefe walls. His motion was founded on a moft refpectable precedeat, no 
kefs than that which was univerfally adopted preparatory to the meeting 
on the 16th of April 1782, from whence Ireland may date its emancipa- 
tion. 

Mz Forbes added, that if the meafures on commerce, which were to 
be introdgced by the Minifter into the Houft, had any conneétion with 
the tweaty refolutions, they involved the molt important queftions rela- 
tive to the commerce and conttitution of Ireland which had ever been 
debated in an Irith Parliament, they involved a quyilion of no lefs im- 
portance, than the very Exisrence of the Irnisd ParkLiamenT, as an 
Expevenvenr LeGistarune. 

Mr Forbes challenged Mr Orde, and the Treafury Bench, to defend the 
twenty refvlutions, of the Commons, as brought up by Mr Pitt to the 
Loids, which the Minifter and his colleagues declined ; and urged that he 
fhould be warranted in making this motioa even on a rumour of the Bri- 
tiih Paslizment having fuch meatures in contemplition, much mére on 
fach ftyong evidence as the vores of the Englwh Hout. fu anfwer to an 
infinuation of the fupporters of this meaiure being actuated by intereft or 
party, (alfucing to what bad dropped from the Attorney General) it cere 
trialy could not apply to him, as he had given a very convinciug proof that 
his conduct in that Houfe was aot to be influenced by purty, office, or ce 
molument. 

My Brawue (T. College) faid, the Right Honourable Gentleman, Mr 
Forfter, feemed to tpeak of fome new intended arrangement. If fuch 
was propofad, Jt was with him the ftroageit reafon for prarogation; be 
cafe, after haying been fo long harraffed by the diftraétion of diffcrent 
fyitems, it was impoffinle we could, in the fhort renainderof the feffion, 
It not only 
fkewed the rafhaeis of the adininittration, which had been driven to fuch 
repeated amendments, inconfequence of having brought forward an in- 

yelted fyGem, but was a conclufive reafon for deterring the further 
confideration of the propofitions till the next ffions. But if, on the 
contrary, gentlemen intended to bring forward any propofitions fimilar 
te thofe carried im England, he faw no reafon for adjournment; becaufe 
he was ready, and, he trufted, every man who loved the quntry, was 
ready te reprobate them now. He lamented ever, that be had not re- 
probated the original propofitions; the fagucity of the fi*nds tod thote 
Propofitiens, who haffened them throagh the Houte,.tf prevent their be- 
ing underitood, had the defired effet; he had not tu#s to coafider them, 
whe furmerly offered; and therefore he was preventcd from voting with’ 
the: Snail minority that were for rejecting the prypofitions altogether, 
which had'bcen an objeét of ridicule with fome meh; but be would learn 
for the future nyt to contemn minorities, becaufu they were finall, nor to 
make numeration the meafure of right and wrowe. He had been taught 
to condemn the propofitionsby the minifter himiili. He had hel. forth 
the minilter of this country, as a maa coavectamt in that fpecies of wit 
which is vulgarly called, * Humbug ;" as man .who had been 
feint to olfer Lreland terms, not fubttantially,’ but amuling and illofive.

He had fhewn that the wag.é Cs sa yutacturers labour, and of all 
kkbour which required fkill, was as hig! “here as in England; aad tha, 
faypofing it to beotherwife, fliperior habits of induftry far overbalanced 
the facil price of labour. And, in “eturn for thefe ilhuftve and pernicious 
oss, hluiwe as far as they preferied advantage, and pernicious as they 
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tied up otr hands from making uf: of our fijuation, we were to give tip 
an Eaft-India trade, we were to reftrain our Well-India trade in a man- 
ner that would render it ufelefs, and to refiga that free conttitation we 


had fo glorioufly acquired in the year 1722. He would not eater farther 
into a detail at prefeat, but laughed at the idea of pretemfed appreheg- 
fion, fett what was faid in that Houfe thould alarm the people; “they 
could not be too much alarmed and awakened at prefent. “He hoped 
they would recover, on this grand occalion, from that fuphacnels in which 
they had long lain, to the difconvagement of every vittuous man in that 
Houfe, and, in public legal alemblies, declare theit difdpprobatida of this 
ruinous fy ftem intended, 

in reply to the Attorney General, he hinted, that commercial adiuft- 
ment had never been denied by this country ; protetting duties they. had 
prayed; but not a fingle addrefs or petition could be thewn for thot pro- 
Pitions, which were forced upon the unwilling public.

Mr Secretary Orde I have too good an opinion of the candour of 
this Houft, and of the people, to think any ill-founded alarm can have 
any cffeét on either, but that they wili calmly weigh the merits of the 
propofitions before they cither approve or condemn. 

Mr Corry again urged to know the caufe of the adjournment. 

Sir Yobn Parnell replied, that an adjournment was thought neceflary, 
to prevent impofing any faggeftions that may, hava weight on the fubject 
of the propofitions, becaufe they are not yet argued; and to prevent 
newfpaper arguments on duppofitious foundations, before the matter comes 
faitly and authentically before the Houfe. 

Mr Corry. When thefe propofitions came before the Houfe, both 
time to confider them materially, and every information that could en- 
able us to confider them, were denicd.

Me Secretary Orce imagined the Right Hon.’Gentleman did not think 
of the confequence, that the danction of his name would induce to an opi- 
nion, that the propcfitions are fubverlive of the rights of Ireland ; ‘and to 
throw out now to the world that opinion, which biméelf muit think 
would have been better referved to another time. 

Mr Grattan—The opinion the Right Hon. Gentleman (Mr Orde) en- 
tertains of me docs me honour. I affure him, I entertain much refpeé 
for him, and the Noble Perfonage who holds the governmeat of Ireland. 
lam convinced that this Noble Perfonage is incapable of harbouring a 
defign againft the liberty of this country ; and if ever exeeptionable pro- 
pofitions are brought into this Hout, it will be becaufe they are not pro- 
perly explained to his Excellency. He can have no view in his Govern- 
ment of Ireland, but renown, a noble ambition to manifeft his hereditary 
honefty, and to preferve the heroifm of his name; ‘as well as to illuftrate 
the honour of his nature; but as to the Englifh propofitions, the Right 
Honourable Member fhould know, sh the ple and exctufive right of the 
rife Parlitment ts the quejlion onwhich we muff riot. be Youched 7 and any at- 
tempt-to explain away the evil of thofe progofitions, would be much re- 
fented by this Houfe, as a fecble attempt: to cover a bad meafiare by 2 
bad argument. The propofitions cannot polfibly be explained away. I 
repeat what 1 faid—They ave fubverfive of the rights. of ibe Parliament of 
Jreland.
